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IMrrRODUCTION 



The publication in 1973 of tbe boL>k EcOTOraixj_£^AMd»ic_y^ _ 
WilllOT Baumol and Matityahu Marcus has stimulated imtorest in a number of projects 
involving the analysis of statistical data for those iBVOlvad in the admimstration 
of research libraries. While fuTther study is needed of the applicability today 
of tht statistical models presented, the authors hai/e effectively demonstrated the 
potential inplications for library planning of such factors as growth rates and 
cost trends / aiid the use of regression in the analysis of key variables aftecting 
library operations. 

In order to facilitate the use of ARL statastics in future statistical 
analyses, in 1975 the ARL will put in machine-readable form all data published 
in Academic Library Statistics since 1969, the cut-off date for the Baumol and 
Marcus study. Prov/ision will be made for manipulating the dttta in a number of 
ways,' including the computation of percentage clianges in selected categories, 
growth rates, analyses of special groups of libraTies, and coiiparisons of data 
for selected' institutions. With tlies« added capabilities, in future years 
Academic Library_3tatistij^ be expanded to include, m addition, to the 
baiicTata and rank order information, historical data and special tables 
providing some of the analyses referred to above. 

Recairding the information included this year, omry a few new features have 
been inSroducedr 1) interlibrary lean statisticsj a number ot ^"f ""^^f,"^^ . ^ 
were not able to provide complete figures for their mterlibrary loan aetiv ties. 
This is an iTOortant area about which accurate data is needed; we are hopotul 
that improved methods of obtaining these figures Mill be developed by tne 
reporting libraries; 2) rank order tables^ because in a number of ernes there 
is a relatively insignificant diffetence betweeo two^ institutions (wliiich are 
nevertheless giv^en twoi different rankings), it was decided that a 'coarser 
banking of institution was desirable. Therefore, in addition to the individual 
rankings, institutions are clusteied into groups according to ranEes. The 
number of libraries within each gTOup is then presented i^^Phically to 
illustrate the distribution of libraries among the groups, 3) medians sinct. 196y 
for air categories are listed at the end of the table on pages lO-U. Note chat 
last yfar there feas been a decrease in the medians fo^ ^Umm f-ross 
CS.6%3, total staff Cl%3, Ph.D fields (6.4%) and degrees awarded !2..9%), 

It is recognized that there can be many interpretstioas of the figures 
presented, depending upon variations in reporti^ig the data, local circuMStances . 
?Sr!nflu nee of other variables not considered here. etc. With the added 
ca^aSlities made possible by co.put«i.ing the data next ^f'^^^^^^'^' 
to try to refine our Teporting and analysis to provide useful statistical 
inforraation regarding the ARL academic libraries.

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INSTRUCTIONS FOR COMPLETION OF THE ACADEMIC LIBRARY STATISTICS 



QUESTIONNAIRE FOR 1973-74 



Definitions of the statistical categories used in this questiomiaire can be found 
in Library Statistics. A Handbook of Concepts, Definitions and Terminology 
(Chicago: American Library Association, 1966). 

Because of the number of questions raised regarding the counting of periodicals, we 
again called to your attention the definition of a periodical (item 6) recommended 
by the Committee on Statistics and approved by the membership: 

Periodicals: Publications constituting one issue in a continuous series under 
the same title published at regular or irregular intervals, over 
an indefinite period ^ individual issues in the series being 
numbered consecutlvoly or each issue being dated. Newspapers as 
well as publications appearing annually or less frequently are 
included In the definition. 

The number of FTE student assistants (item 15) should be determined on the basis 
of the length of the work week in the reporting library. 

Those libraries whose reports include figures for branch campus libraries are 
asked to indicate this fact in a footnote. 

Please note that only the number of Ph.D degrees awarded (item 22) are to be counted 
Statistics on all other advanced degrees are not required for this survey. 

With regard to fields in which Ph.Ds are awarded (item 23), reporting libraries 
should use as a standard the fields listed in the form used by the Department of 
Health. Education and Welfare in collecting statistics on higher taducation. The 
official title of the form is: "Higher Education General Information Survey, 
Degrees and Other Formal Awards Conferred." It is designated: E Form.2300-2. 1 . 
This form is also referred to as the "HEGIS Report." 

All figures should be rounded off to the nearest whole number. 

The reporting libraries are urged to note any circumstance that would clarify the 
figures submitted. The back of the questionnaire or an attached sheet may be used 
for explanatory footnotes, which will then be included with the published statistics 

After the questionnaire has been coinpleted, please compare the statistics with those 
submitted last year. On occasion, an error will be detected because of an unusual 
difference between the figures submitted this year and those for the preceding year. 

Please return one copy of the questionnaire to the ARL Office by October 1. 1974.
